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“DUMPING” COAL IN CANADA?

tories. 


STREET IMPROVEMENT WANTED 


Businessmen on 97th street are ask- 
ing the city council that that important 
thoroughfare be reconditioned from 
Jasper Avenue through to Norwood 
Boulevard. The request is entirely rea- 
sonable; the work should, in fact, have 
been done years ago had financial con- 
ditions permitted. Two years ago the 
street railway was reconstructed for 
four blocks north from Jasper, and the 
centre paved. The wood block paving 
was left at the sides, and it is asked 
that this be covered with a water-resist- 
ing surface. From 105th avenue north 
the street railway is badly in need of re- 
building and the paving along the rails 
has gone to pieces. 

The subway now under construction 
under the C. N. R. tracks will be com- 
pleted in a few weeks. To secure the 
benefit of the money already expended 
and the work already done the recondi- 
tioning of the remainder of the street is 
necessary, and this should be under- 
taken as early as it can be included in 
the program of systematic improve- 
ment which is being worked out by the 
engineering department. Some years ago 
this was one of the busiest streets in 
the city. It is the main artery through 
a large and densely populated residen- 
tial section, and the men who are doing 
business there evidently realize from 
what has happened elsewhere that street 
improvement pays. 


ANOTHER CHANG BOBS UP 


From Tokio comes the interesting 
news that Chang Hsueh-Liang, son of 
Chang Tso-Lin, is following in the foot- 
steps of his father. The young gentle- 
man seems to be well qualified to up- 
hold the family tradition for astuteness, 
and to have also inherited or otherwise 
acquired the means to make this qual- 
ity count for something. 

Chang waited until the Nationalists 
and the alliance of northern war-lords 
had fought each other to a standstill 
for possession of Peking, then threw in 
his army, ran both off the scene, took 
the city for himself, and is proceeding 
to establish himself as de facto emperor 
in the ancient capital. 

As he has a sizable army, the in- 
ference is that Chang has money. 
Having possession of Peking and ‘the 
territory he can dominate therefrom he 
will be able to get more money to main- 
tain a larger army to acquire more 
territory from which to extort more 
taxes with which to hire more soldiers, 
etc, ete, after the historic manner of 
war lords in China and elsewhere. 

For outsiders the unwelcome con- 
clusion is that chaos has taken another 
lease on life in northern China, and the 
prospect of that country settling down 
under one more or leas responsible and 
capable government is correspondingly 
dimmed. Which in turn means a fur- 
ther paralysis of trade in that part of 
the Orient, where Alberta hopes some 
day to market wheat and other farm 
products in considerable amounts.

The treatment for adenoids should 
not be delayed after having been 
discovered, as they not only endan- 
ger the childs health, but may lead 
to incurable malformations of the 
jaws, palate, nose and face. | 
In most cases, enlarged edenoids | 
will be reduced to normal by ehort | 
fruit fasts follewed by a non-starchy | 
diet, but if the adenold tissue has | 
greatiy enlarged it may sometimes 
be advisable to use surgical mea- | 
sures. However, before an opera- 
tien. the thymus gland should al- 
ways be examined under the s-ray, 
for if this gland is too large, an 
anesthetic may be dangerous.

The 
demagogue can ‘mpose upon it dog- 
mas that would never pass muster 
before the straight-thinking in- 
dividual, It is not given to cross- 
examining programs that bid for its 
support. 

The crowd-mind is irrational. It 
feels rather than th'nks. It does not 
reason from cause to effect when 
faced by a situation upon which it 
must pass judgment. 

The crowd-mind is simple. It 
thinks in catchwords, It is baffled 
by complexities. It over-simplifies 
both the diseases and the remedies 
of its time, 

The crowd-mind is immoral. It 
lacks a sense of moral responsib'lity 
for its conclusions and actions. The 
crowd will indulge in judgments and 
actions against which the majority 
of its members if reacting nae - 
dently, would revolt as indefens ble.

Wolsey, the great minister, he who 
had risen from butcher's son to 
be Chancellor of England and first 
minister of the crown, passed the 
apogee of his intluence. The pois- 
onous tongue of Anne Boleyn, the 
beautiful wife of Henry VIII, was 
always turned against him. The 
nobility hated him, irritated that 
the Jow-born should fill so mighty a 
place. 

His great mistake was in trying 
to divorce Henry from Katherine of 
Aragon, who had given him no male 
heir. The separation resulted in 
the much-in-love king marrying 
Anne Boleyn. Cardinal Wolsey 
would have rather died than see 
Anne queen. She, knowing this, was 
his deadly enemy. 

As Lord Chancellor, Wolsey open- 
ed the Michaelmas Term in 1 at 
magnificent Westminster with his 
accustomed state. But the next day 
the blow fell. Anne at last had her 
way.

The findings of the Lambeth Con- 
ferences are now before the public for 
information, Naturally the resolutions 
passed and reports printed have 
created great interest in ali the 
Churehes. While is too early for 
thorough comment and criticism to be 
made by leaders in the various denom- 
inations, an impression can be drawn 
from the views already expressed. It 
seems to be generally admitted that 
the Conference was a success; that it 
will take a high rank in history for 
its spirit and decisions: and prove 
steadying to the great Communion, on 
behalf of which it was specially called 
to deliberate. Dr. Carnegie Simpson, 
speaking mainly for Presbyterians, 
gives the Conference credit for neither 
shirking the task of handling critical 
issues, nor rendéring evasive decisions. 
He further acknowledges that on the 
point where division was most likely to 
take place, the bishops report a unani- 
mous voice. The Wesleyan Methodist 
Chureh, through a leading article in 
its great journal. also notes the unity 
and solidarity of the bishops, and 
hears fn the resolutions the voice of 
the whole Anglican Church.

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German Scholar 


Dr. Adolf Marnack, Berlin, Ger- 


many, one of the greatest scholars 
and writers in the world, has just 
died. For half a century monumental 
literary works have come from his 
pen. They have brought admiration 
rnd amazement, and frequently not a 
littie disturbance in the realms of 
thought and religion. It was with 
difficulty that his election to a chair 
in the University of Berlin was 
secured, the state intervening on his 
behalf when the Lutheran church 
hesitated. In Great Britain he ranked 
with the highest of German author- 
ities, his four massive volumes on 
H'story of Christian Literature, the 
seven volumes on History of Dogma 
and his printed lectures on what he 
called The Essence of Christianity 
being well known. He was what has 
been called “a liberal Protestant,” 
propounding many of the theories of 


modernism, but holding that “the 
Divine app°ared in cs pure a form in 
Jesus as it can abpear on earth.” 


One of his doughty British critics and 
friends was Professor Sanday of Ox- 
ford. who held that Harnack's 
Christianity lacked the “vital and 
essential parts.”

Before the clove of the afternoon 
sitting of the Supreme Criminal court 
on Friday afternoon, Mr, Justice Boyle 
heard appeals from counsel on behalf 
of the A. C. Beatty, convicted of man- 
slaughter, and John Carmichael, con- 
victed of attempted murder. 

On behalf of Beatty it was urged by 
P. G. Thomson, K. C., that he is not 
of the criminal! class and that his fault 
was committed in a moment of folly. 
He presented a letter from C. A. Da- 
vidson, highway commissioner for the 

rovinoe, in whose department Beatty 
has been employed as a junior engi- 
neer, having been promoted several 
times during his service. 

Very Satisfactory 

Mr. Davidson spoke of Beatty as a 
most satisfactory employee and said 
that what occurred cannot be regard- 
ed as other than a temporary lapse, He 
is 35 years of age, his parents reside 
in British Columbia, where he enlisted 
at the age of 19, and served at the 
front until 1917 when he was gassed 
and he afterwards served in Scotland 
until 1919, Mr. Thomson also drew at- 
tention to the fact that during the 
last few days another fatal accident 
had occurred within sixteen feet of the 
spot where the other affair took place. 

On behalf of John Carmichael, it 
was urged by Mr. Howson that the 
crime was not premeditated, that he 
has a sincere affection for his wife, 
and that his whole trouble has been 
brought on by drink, and not by lazi- 
ness or other weakness. He is a return- 
ed sokdicr, and the officers of the 49th 
Battalion, from the colonel down to 
the platoon se! t, speak of Car- 
michael as a real man in the fighting 
line. He has no crime record. 

The two men will be sentenced on

Exhibition Board Decides to Stand Pat on Agreement 


CITY FINANCE 
COMMITTEE IS 
NOT SATISFIED 


Question Arises Over De- 
ficits Guaranteed by 
City Funds 


The regular meeting of the Bdmon- 
ton Exhibition Association, held in the 
council chambers of the Civic Block 
Friday night, took the form of a gen- 
eral discussion on the resolution now 
before the finance committee of the 
city council calling for the amendment 
of the existing agerement between the 
Exhibition board and council as re- 
gavds the control of Borden Park 

C. C. Batson, president of the board, 
occupied the chair 

The resolution as placed before the 
board asks that the agreement between 
the city and the exhibition board be 
amended as follows: 

“That the association will deliver 
to the city and surrender contro! of 
Borden Park, and that in ihe event 
of any casual vacancies occurring 
among the directors of the board 
appointed by the city, they shall be 
appointed by council inMiead of by 
the executive, and that at least two 
members of council shall at all times 
be members of the executive. 

Much discussion ensued on the reso- 
lution but the members of the board 
decided to Jet the matter stand over 
as the present existing agreement was 
quite satisfactory, 

Present Agreement 

By the present agreement the city 
is responsible for the control and op- 
e-ation of the park, except in the case 
of the auto camp and during fair 
week and any other time when the 
Exhibiticn board has some function in 
progress 

In speaking of the resolution, Man- 
eger P. W. Abbott remarked, “If this 
is Alderman Baker's draft I am sur- 
prised that he will by insinuation 
represent sromething that is emphati- 
cally pot the case, The executive has 
never filled a vacancy among thie ap- 
pointees by council, Council has al- 
ways been acked to nominate its ap- 
pointees and its appointments have 
been ratified by the board and not the 
executive.” 

On the suggestion of 
Gibbs it wa decided to seek an 
amendment to the resolution to point 
out that it always had been the policy 
of the association to have two mem- 
bers council on the executive and 
that this policy would be continued. 

Another reolution before the city 
finance commiitee which was dis- 
cussed by members of the board was, 
that. council, as guarantors of any 
deficits incurred by the exhibition 
board, should have contro] af any ex- 
penditures by the association. 

“The resolution is not very explicit,” 
declared Alderman Gibb:. 

Capital Expenditures 

Alderman Collisson told the meeting 
that he had conversed with Alderman 
Raker by telephone on the subject and 
had been informed that by any expen- 
ditures, the resolution meant that 
council wou'd have contro} of all capi- 
tal expenditures made by the board 

“Well we have that right now,” said

Gruelling Climb At 
Pikes Peak Hill 


Popular Low Priced Sixes of Willys-Over- 
land Defeat Largest Field Ever Entered 
in Annual Race to Mountain Top 


Sweeping up the famous highway tot--— - 


way becomes more difficult and 
hazardous and is recognized by veteran 
Pikes Peak drivers as the most gruel- 
ling part of the route. In those upper 
reaches where the grades are steepest, 
the Willys six continued its steady 
climb with the powerful engine re- 
sponding to every demand of the 
driver. 

Four miles from the finish line the 
car entered upon the most thrilling 
part of the race—negotiating the fa- 
mous Pikes Peak “switchbacks.” The 
“switchbacks” are a series of “W's” 
where the car travels over a zig-zag 
course, climbing higher and higher up 
the side of the mountain. It was over

Assuming that most washing ma- 
chines wash cleanly the factors to 
guide the shopper tn buying one are 
protection to clothing and _ the 
longevity of the machine Some 
manufacturers give only a one-year 
guarantee others give as much as 
ten years The willingness of the/ 
manufacturer to give a long guarantee 
usual'y is an indication of the ma- 
chine's quality 

The shopper cannot expect to know 
much about the washing machine 
motor, but she should see that it is 
made by « reliable electric company 

The tub may be made of uncoated 
white metal, or it may be a metal 
coated with nickel plate or white 
ename!. The latter now is being made 
in various colors but, while colored 
enamel may be attractive, it adds 
nothing to the machine's efficiency 
which should be the main considera- 
tion in making a cholce 

Tubs made of coated metal should 
be carefully handled to prevent the 
plating from wearing off, or the 
ename! from chipping. If this hap- 
pens, the under metal ts exposed to 
rusting, the clothes will become dils- 
colored and the machine itself will 
lose its serviceability in a short time 
These difficulties are naturally 
avoided in tubs made of rustless nickel
